And  it  will  be  round-the-world  distribution  for  this 
issue  of  the  Founder  Fire  as  the  more  than  17,000  copies 
find  their  way  to  the  homes  of  Miniwanca  and  Merrowvista 
campers  and  leaders. 

THE  FOUNDER  CHRISTMAS  TREE  will  stand  alight  on  Christ- 
mas Eve  at  Miniwanca  calling  us  once  again  in  spirit  to 
gather  in  fellowship  together.  May  the  Christmas  season 
restore  to  you  hope  and  Joy  and  love  in  these  awesome 
times.  Let  us  rededicate  ourselves,  through  whole  and 
wholesome  fourfold  living,  to  Christian  leadership  ser- 
vice both  at  home  and  across  the  length  and  breadth  of 
the  world. 

THIS  ISSUE  OF  THE  FOUNDER  FIRE  brings  you  news  of  Mini- 
wanca, Merrowvista  and  many  Founder  friends  from  over 
the  years  and  across  the  miles.  To  you  who  were  in  the 
camps  this  past  summer,  may  these  pages  refresh  the  glow 
of  the  Founder  spirit  and  the  Founder  camps.  To  you  who 
have  been  absent  in  recent  years,  may  they  rekindle  your 
determination  to  return  and  take  up  leadership  service 
next  summer  and  in  coming  seasons. 

MINIWANCA  IS  EVER  THE  SAME  YET  EVER  NEW  with  each  pass- 
ing year,  and  1962  was  no  exception  to  that.  The  spirit 
of  the  camps  is  the  same  spirit  known  by  Miniwanca  camp- 
ers of  long  years  past.  The  zest  and  enthusiasm  of 
tribal  activity,  the  stimulation  and  challenge  of  class- 
room discussion,  the  inspiration  of  outstanding  leaders, 
the  thrill  of  self-discovery,  the  quiet  response  of 
personal  dedication  - all  these  and  more  were  present  in 
measure  full  and  running  over.  In  this  the  camps  are 
the  same  from  year  to  year,  and  yet  they  are  ever  new 
as  new  people  come  and  see  the  vision  and  as  the  spirit 
is  freshly  caught  in  each  new  camp  generation.  The 
summer  at  Miniwanca  opened  with  the  Younger  Boys  and 
Girls  Camps.  There  were  399  campers  and  leaders  engaged 
in  the  Younger  Girls'  program,  and  243  participating  as 
campers  and  leaders  in  the  Younger  Boys'  session.  The 
Older  Girls  Camp  registered  587  campers,  107  leaders  and 
faculty,  with  a total  of  694.  The  Older  Boys  Camp  pro- 
gram saw  392  campers  participating  under  the  guidance  of 
67  faculty  and  leaders,  totaling  459.  Thus  with  all  camp 
programs  filled  to  capacity.  The  American  Youth  Founda- 
tion served  at  Miniwanca  a grand  total  of  1,800  youth 
and  youth  leaders.  At  the  latter  end  of  the  season  the 
Danforth  Foundation  conducted  three  different  confer- 
ences with  a total  attendance  of  over  600,  thus  bringing 
the  number  on  the  grounds  at  Miniwanca  to  over  the  2,400 
mark  for  the  1962  season. 


ENTHUSIASM  RAN  HIGH  IN  THE  SENIOR  CAMPS  as  the  tribes 
engaged  in  their  traditionally  hot  competition  for  the 
tribal  shield.  When  the  results  were  finally  in,  it 
proved  to  be  the  "Year  of  the  Iroquois"  with  that  peppy 
tribe  sweeping  first  place  in  both  Older  Boys  and  Older 
Girls  Camps.  In  the  0.  G.  Camp  this  was  a repeat  per- 
formance, for  the  Iroquois  had  carried  off  the  honors  in 
1961  as  well.  Yet,  even  now,  you  can  hear  the  war  drums 
of  the  Blackfoot,  Crowfoot,  Dakota,  Navajo  and  Susque- 
hanna tribes  making  medicine  for  1963  and  vowing  it 
shall  not  happen  again! 

CAMPERS  WERE  PRESENT  FROM  ALL  FIFTY  STATES  and  several 
other  lands  at  the  1962  camps.  The  Younger  Girls  and 
Younger  Boys  Camps  had  representatives  from  25  and  26 
states  respectively,  plus  campers  from  Washington,  D.  C. 
The  Older  Boys  Camp  registered  campers  from  45  states, 
and  Older  Girls  Camp  had  young  people  from  all  50  states 
and  the  territory  of  Puerto  Rico.  State  competition 
once  more  proved  of  interest  to  all.  In  Older  Girls 
Camp  the  delegation  from  Ontario,  Canada,  who  carried 
the  shield  home  last  year,  surrendered  it  to  this  year's 
winners  from  the  state  of  Illinois.  This,  by  the  way, 
was  one  of  the  largest  state  delegations  in  recent  years 
to  win  the  0.  G.  state  shield.  In  the  Older  Boys  Camp 
the  Missouri  winners  of  last  year  gave  place  to  the  new 
bearers  of  the  state  shield,  the  delegation  from  North 
Carolina.  And  speaking  of  states,  what  fun  every  one 
had  on  the  closing  night  of  each  Senior  camp  when  the 
state  stunts  were  presented  in  Grand  Council.  The 
quality  of  content,  the  competence  of  performance,  and 
the  spirit  of  participation  hit  a new  high  in  both 
Grand  Councils  this  year. 

CAMPERS  FROM  OTHER  LANDS  were  on  hand  representing 
Austria,  Brazil,  Canada,  Ghana,  Japan,  Panama,  Peru. 
These  young  people  added  greatly  to  the  spirit  of  inter- 
national understanding  and  fellowship  of  the  camps  and 
sparked  a still  greater  measure  of  international  concern. 
Campers  from  other  lands  are  an  increasingly  important 
part  of  the  Miniwanca  group.  We  invite  you  to  suggest 
students,  here  from  other  countries,  who  would  make 
good  campers  or  leaders  at  Miniwanca.  Scholarships  are 
available  to  cover  the  camp  fees  of  a selected  number. 
As  an  expression  of  international  concern,  the  campers 
once  again,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Chiefs,  made 
direct  contribution  to  the  World  Wide  Founder  Fellow- 
ship Fund.  Wo-Wi-Fo-Fe,  as  it  is  called,  is  our  own 
Founder  program  of  Christian  witness  and  service  to  the 
youth  of  other  nations.  Letters  have  already  gone  out 
to  Founders  in  Greece,  Peru,  Chile,  Tanganyika,  Ghana, 


India,  Ceylon,  Germany,  Iraq,  Japan,  the  Philippines, 
Malaya,  the  Netherlands  Antilles,  Formosa,  Haiti,  Hong 
Kong,  and  Algiers,  establishing  arrangements  for  the 
distribution  of  these  contributed  funds.  Nearly  $2,000 
was  given  by  this  year's  campers  and  leaders.  The  ef- 
fect of  these  contributions  is  right  now  being  felt  by 
children  and  youth  In  all  of  these  lands. 

FORTY-SIX  MEMBERS  OF  THE  TOKATAYE  CLASS,  under  the  lead- 
ership of  MARGARET  WATSON,  were  graduated  from  the  Older 
Girls  Camp  this  season,  and  22  members  of  the  Older  Boys 
PATAYA  CLASS  came  to  graduation.  Second  and  third  year 
classes  in  each  of  the  Senior  Camps  turned  out  in  force, 
and  robust  new  first  year  classes  were  organized.  In  OG 
it  is  the  Ecetu  with  ANN  TUKEY  as  Mentor,  and  in  OB  it 
is  the  Aklcetu  under  the  guidance  of  DAVID  WARREN.  The 
Home  Ec  Senior  and  Ag  Senior  groups  in  the  camps  this 
season  were  among  the  finest  in  friendly  spirit,  helpful 
and  cooperative  action  and  inquiring  concern.  These 
young  people,  under  the  leadership  of  ROBERT  MORTON , new 
director  of  their  program,  played  a truly  significant 
part  in  making  the  camps  a resounding  success. 

THE  FACULTY  ROSTER  included  names  both  old  and  new  to 
Minlwanca  campers.  The  COURTENAYS , the  ESHMEYERS , KODAYA, 
BARNEY  BLAKEMORE,  GEORGE  MICHAELIDES,  FRED  STOERKER,  and 
other  "old  timers"  were  on  hand  with  folk  who  have  been 
added  to  their  ranks  in  recent  seasons , such  as  ALLEN  0. 
MILLER,  BURTON  WHEELER,  JOHN  ERVIN,  the  PAUL  DAVISES, 
WILLIAM  HALL,  WILLIAM  JOHNSON  and  others.  You  "old 
timers"  know  that  Kodaya  has  sometimes  discussed  whether 
or  not  in  view  of  his  advancing  years  he  would  be  re- 
turning to  camp  faculty  service.  It  is  with  real  plea- 
sure that  we  can  announce  Kodaya ' s plans  and  fullest 
intention  to  be  on  hand  for  the  1963  camps, this  follow- 
ing his  raising  of  the  question  once  again  this  past 
season.  We  salute  him  whose  spirit  has  become  so  much  a 
part  of  the  spirits  of  all  Founders  over  the  years  and 
who  still  speaks  forcibly  to  the  hearts  of  youth.  BOB 
and  MAGGIE  WATSON  (the  proud  parents  of  a new  son,  David 
Robert)  are  living  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  where  Bob  is 
attending  the  Graduate  School  of  Theology  of  Vanderbilt 
University.  It  is  their  hope  and  plan  to  be  right  hack 
on  deck  for  service  in  the  Senior  Camps  in  1963  when  Bob 
will  be  Mentor  of  the  graduating  Wadasi  Class. 

THREE  EXCITING  DEVELOPMENTS  are  a part  of  our  American 
Youth  Foundation  life  as  we  continue  our  program  of 
service  to  youth.  One  is  in  the  area  of  facilities ; one 
in  leadership ; and  one  in  program. 

THE  FACILITIES  DEVELOPMENT  announced  in  last  year ' s 
Christmas  Founder  Fire  has  proceeded  on  schedule.  The 
wonderful  response  to  the  Trustees ' fund  raising  efforts 
has  made  possible  developments  enhancing  safety  and  pro- 
gram opportunities  in  both  Junior  and  Senior  Camps.  At 
this  writing  nearly  $95,000  in  cash  has  been  received 
toward  the  $125,000  goal.  Additional  pledges  are  in 
hand  for  a portion  of  the  remainder , and  there  is  still 
a twelve  month  period  in  which  to  reach  the  goal  on 
schedule.  Prior  to  the  1961  season,  28  living  cabins 
were  relocated  in  the  Main  Camp  area  and  grouped  in 
tribal  clusters  in  the  locations.  In  this  way  a dis- 
persal of  living  arrangements  was  effected  providing 
somewhat  more  privacy  for  each  cabin  group  and  a much 
greater  measure  of  fire  safety.  In  addition,  water 
mains,  fire  hydrants  and  hoses  were  installed  at  stra- 
tegic points.  Parking  facilities  were  enlarged  and 
improved, new  playing  fields  were  acquired  and  developed, 
and  the  Stony  Lake  Lodge  was  purchased  and  converted  to 
staff  and  faculty  housing.  Last  winter,  and  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  1962  season,  similar  developments  took 
place  in  the  Younger  Boys  Camp  area.  The  32  camper 
cabins  were  relocated  and  grouped  into  four  age  group 
units  in  carefully  selected  locations  in  the  Younger 
Boys  Camp  area.  New  toilets  and  shower  facilities  were 


developed  for  two  of  these  units  as  well  as  additional 
water  and  electrical  systems.  Each  of  three  units  was 
placed  in  proximity  to  some  one  of  the  central  buildings 
in  the  camp  with  a particular  eye  toward  rainy  day  and 
special  unit  activities.  The  location  of  the  fourth 
unit  called  for  the  erection  of  a new  lodge  to  serve 
this  function.  A handsome  lodge  of  rugged  construction, 
fitting  beautifully  into  the  wooded  landscape,  was  built 
and  is  to  be  known  as  Explorer  Lodge.  It  is  30'x  40' 
on  the  main  level,  and  boasts  a large  field  stone  fire- 
place. On  the  lower  level  are  shower  facilities  for  the 
unit  and  living  quarters  for  the  Unit  Director  and  re- 
source staff  personnel.  A service  of  dedication  of  the 
Explorer  Lodge  will  be  held  during  Younger  Boys  Camp  iir 
1963.  An  additional  playf ield  was  developed  and  ready 
for  use  this  past  summer  in  the  Younger  Boys  Camp,  and 
further  Improvements  made  at  the  Squaw  Bay  waterfront  on 
Stony  Lake  for  Younger  Boys  Camp  use.  In  the  present 
rebuilding  and  relocation  program,  one  maj or  project 
remains  to  be  completed.  That  is  the  construction  of  a 
shop  and  garage  building  strategically  located  on  the 
Benona  Lodge  property  and  designed  to  serve  both  the 
Younger  Boy.s  and  Main  Camp  units . This  building  is  un- 
der construction  and  will  be  completed  for  use  in  the 
1963  season.  One  other  maj or  need  remains,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  savings  effected  in  the  previous  work  done 
will  afford  some  funds  out  of  the  $125,000  amount  to 
apply  on  that  need.  Additional  contributions  will  be 
required  for  the  completion  of  the  item,  however . It  is 
our  hope  following  the  coming  camp  season  to  build  a 
dormitory  facility  for  works taff  boys  and  thus  replace 
the  present  limited  quarters  with  living  space  that  is 
adequate  in  size,  safe  in  location  and  construction, 
pleasing  in  atmosphere,  and  convenient  in  facilities. 

THE  LEADERSHIP  FUND  of  The  American  Youth  Foundation,  a 
new  project  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees and  the  staff,  was  announced  in  these  pages  last 
year . Contributions  to  that  fund  have  made  possible 
improvements  in  leadership  recruitment,  training  and 
development,  supervision  and  over-all  staff  work.  This 
fund  is  designed  as  a vehicle  for  contributions  of  all 
of  you  loyal  campers,  leaders  and  friends  from  over  the 
years  who  wish  to  contribute  toward  the  significant 
strengthening  of  The  American  Youth  Foundation  and  its 
work.  The  American  Youth  Foundation  is  not  a strongly 
endowed  organization,  nor  in  view  of  the  size  of  its 
operation  and  the  magnitude  of  its  service  can  it  look 
to  any  single  maj or  source  for  its  support.  Camp  fees 
(tuitions)  carry  a far  larger  share  of  the  total  costs 
of  the  operation  than  is  true  of  most  educational  insti- 
tutions. Nevertheless,  they  cannot  be  expected  to  pro- 
duce all  the  necessary  funds  to  do  a competent  educa- 
tional job.  We  urge  and  will  welcome  your  plac ing  the 
Leadership  Fund  of  The  American  Youth  Foundation  in  a 
prominent  place  on  your  annual  giving  list.  This  is 
your  opportunity  to  reinvest  in  others  the  significant 
investment  which  others  made  in  you  through  the  programs 
of  The  American  Youth  Foundation. 

THE  QUESTIONNAIRE  PROGRAM  OF  THE  SENIOR  CAMPS  at  both 
Minlwanca  and  Merrowvlsta  underwent  revision  this  past 
season  as  a result  of  three  years  of  exploratory  work  by 
the  Education  Committee  and  the  staff  of  the  Foundation. 
Two  Questionnaire  Instruments  were  used  this  past  sum- 
mer - one  for  first  and  second  year  campers  centering 
around  the  areas  of  their  activity  and  participation  in 
physical,  mental,  social  and  religious  expressions;  and 
the  other  used  with  third  and  fourth  year  campers  cen- 
tered around  the  four  major  decision  areas  of  youth, l.e. 
determining  vocational  alms,  entering  responsibly  into 
love  and  marriage,  establishing  personal  identity  and 
goals  and  selecting  fundamental  values  for  life.  A fifth 
area  highlighting  the  challenge  of  Christian  leadership 
was  Included  in  this  latter  questioning.  The  positive 
response  on  the  part  of  campers  and  leaders  indicated 
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that  a still  further  dimension  of  worth  had  been  entered 
in  the  Questionnaire  interview  program.  Continuing  re- 
vision and  refinement  in  the  seasons  ahead  will  make 
this  a still  stronger  Instrument  in  the  Foundation' s 
service  of  youth. 

YOU  CAMPERS  OF  1962,  this  word  is  directly  to  you.  You 
set  some  goals  last  summer  - some  very  real  and  Important 
ones.  You  wrote  them  out.  You  have  them  at  hand.  Let 
us  urge  you  to  keep  your  sights  firmly  on  those  goals 
throughout  this  school  season.  In  her  0.6.  Vesper  talk, 
Horace  quoted  some  lines  from  Robert  Frost,  lines  which 
are  given  to  you  as  a reminder  of  your  goal  fulfillment; 
"I  have  promises  to  keep  and  miles  to  go  before  I sleep. " 
You,  too,  have  promises  to  keep. 

CAMP  FEES  FOR  1963  HAVE  BEEN  RAISED  by  action  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  These  increases  are  essential  just 
to  keep  pace  with  the  rising  costs  of  operation  over 
the  past  several  seasons.  The  fee  for  five  weeks  of 
Younger  Boys  or  Younger  Girls  Camp  will  be  $265.  The 
fee  for  two  weeks  of  Older  Girls  or  Older  Boys  Camp 
will  be  $75.  As  earlier  indicated,  even  with  these  in- 
creases, fees  alone  are  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  total 
cost  of  the  training  provided  through  the  camps.  Gen- 
erous contributed  support  continues  to  be  necessary. 
It  is  not  our  desire  that  the  fee  Increase  should  pre- 
vent any  of  our  campers  from  returning.  Let  us  know 
when  any  one  of  you  faces  special  difficulties  in  your 
plans  to  come  back. 

THIRD  YEAR  OF  OB  & 6 BY  CORRESPONDENCE  is  a plan  whereby 
those  who  have  had  two  years  of  camp  and  had  to  miss 
their  third  year  can  take  a year  of  correspondence  work 
and  graduate.  Assignments  for  correspondence  course  are 
available  at  the  Foundation  office.  OG  TANIYAS  and  OB 
WADASIS  invite  you  who  have  missed  a year  to  come  back 
and  graduate  with  them  in  1963. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  FOR  INTERNATIONAL  STUDENTS  are  available  at 
both  Miniwanca  and  Merrowvista.  If  you  know  of  a fine 
overseas  student  between  the  ages  of  16  and  21  years  (or 
an  older  person  who  is  a good  leader  prospect)  who  would 
qualify  as  to  interest  in  Christian  leadership  training 
and  who  would  profit  by  a Founder  camping  experience, 
please  send  full  Information  to  the  St.  Louis  or  Merrow- 
vista office. 

YOUNGER  BOY  and  GIRL  I^ADERSHIP  OPPORTUNITIES  at  Merrow- 
vista and  Miniwanca  are  open  to  qualified  young  men  and 
women  who  have  completed  at  least  one  year  of  college. 
Many  who  have  served  in  this  capacity  testify  that  it 
has  been  an  invaluable  experience.  The  first  requisite , 
of  course,  is  a belief  in  the  Christian  character  educa- 
tion program  of  the  Foundation  YB  & YG  camps.  Leadership 
in  any  of  the  Founder  camps  opens  up  a door  of  real 
service  to  children  and  youth. 

WORKSTAFF  spots  are  open  at  both  Miniwanca  and  Merrow- 
vista for  a limited  number  of  applicants  preferably  18 
years  of  age  or  over.  This  is  an  opportunity  for 
fellowship  and  for  service  to  the  camps.  For  details 
write  the  St.  Louis  or  Eastern  office  (14  Main  Street, 
Gardner,  Mass. ) .

Maine , Florida,  Texas,  California,  Washington  and  Wis- 
consin marked  the  outlying  units  of  our  camper  and  lead- 
er enrollments  this  summer,  again  providing  Merrowvlsta 
with  a nation-wide  flavor  which  is  such  an  important 
aspect  of  the  Founder  camping  experience.  In  all, twenty- 
six  states  were  represented  this  past  summer,  and  one 
leader  was  with  us  from  Kenya,  South  Africa.
